Breeze remained on the witness stand 
in the United States district court today 
continuing testimony in his own behalf 
in the case against him for wrecking the 
First’ National Bank of . Asheville, of 
which he was president. When court 
adjourned his testimony was not finished. 

The line of his testimony, in addition 
to bringing out certain facts, is to show 
that the officers of the government hav- 
ing in charge the national banking sys- 
tem were at all times cognizant of every- 
thing he did and that nothing what- 
ever was concealed from the comptroller 
of the currency. The testimony em- 
braced dozens of letters that had been 
passed between him and officers of the 
government, dating from August 30, 1893, 
practically four years before the failure 
of the bank. The letter related to the 
efforts he was making to save tM6 wius 
from ruin and to arrangements for liqui- 
dating the indebtedness of the institution 
for the purpose of converting it into a 
State bank. 

District Attorney Holton objected to the 
admission of many of the letters, and sev- 
eral of them were ruled out. After the 
district attorney had made repeated ob- 
jections, and when he had asked that the 
witness read a certain letter, Major 
Breeze created a little amusement by 
turning to Judge Keller and Saying: 

“The district attorney wants me to read 
all the letters that are favorable to him 
but he objects to everything that is in 
my favor.’’ 

Attorney Can Object. 

The court announced that it was the 
prerogative of the district attorney to 
object when he saw fit and that the 
presiding judge would rule on all mat- 
ters as the merits of the case in question 
might deserve. 

The witness was starting to tell of a 
run on the National bank of Asheville 
when District Attorney Holton objected 
unless the defense proposed to go into 
the affairs of the National banw of Ashe- 
ville. “If they propose fo do that. I am 
willing. Some of the officers of that 
bank are now in the penitentiary.” 

Counsel for the defense objected seri- 
ously to this remark, Judge Moore say- 
ing it could not be excused on any 
ground.

Senator Bacon Has Talk with 
Governor About Army 
Maneuvers. 


Governor Terrell will make every ef- 
fort to send to the army maneuvers at 
Manassas, Va., early in September, a 
third regiment of 650 men and officers, 
thus making a full bfigade of infantry. 

Senator A. OQ Bacon, who has been 
looking after Georgia's interests in this 
matter in Washington, called on Governor 
Terrell yesterday and had a conference 
with him with regard to the matter. Sen- 


ator Bacon reported to the governor that 


it was impossible to secure any further 
increase in the quota of troops allowed 
Georgia, namely 1,500, but that the war 
department had consented to take care 
of an additional regiment of infantry 
from this state, provided Georgia would 
pay the transportation to and from Man- 
asshs. 

Senator Bacon regarded this as quite a 
concession on the pdrt of the war depart- 
ment, as the United States government 
will pay the additional men for their time 
and will furnish their subsistence. 

The object now in view is to arrange to 
get the additional 650 men to Manassas 


and batk. The military fund is practical-
